GREAT DEAL has been said about the evils of thumb 
sucking. If the thumb is pressed against the palate it 
may cause malformation of the bones, the teeth to protrude, 
and it may also flatten the end of the thumb. These things 
do happen in a small percentage of cases, but if the child is 


supplied with a sufficient amount 
of orange juice and cod liver oil, 
these developments will become 
uncommon. 

It is more important that noth- 
ing can be 
done to inter- 
fere with the 
development 
of speech. Our 
general obser- 
vation is that 
the child will 
cease thumb 
sucking much 
more quickly 
if let alone 
and no atten- 
, tion is paid to 

q the habit. 

The child is 
mucn like grown folks; he w 
to do wkat he is told not to do. I 
have gone into the phase of stut- 
tering at considerable length, be- 
cause 1m this, as in any other 
condition, prevention is much 
more satisfactory, and certainly 
easier, than cure. 

Tf I can induce only an occa- 
sional mother to not interfcre 
with her child’s natural tenden- 
cies, and thus prevent chronic 
stuttering, I shall be satisfied. 

Another phase of stuttering 
whieh is very prevalent, but prob- 
avtiy more rapidly overcome, is 
that found in a normal child who 
tries to mimic a stutterer. You 
have all seen the child who asso- 
ciates with one who stutters, soon 
begin to stutter as badly as the 
other. The only prevention here is 
to remove him from such sur- 
roundings,

Takes Job

HAT does it feel like to be a 
king? Taking it from King 


George II of Greece, it isn’t much 
ante fun.

said: “I loathed, detested and ab- 
horred every minute of it.” He 
lived in semi-obscurity thereafter 
in London until recalled to the 
throne last month. What he 
thinks now is a moot question. 


Even at that, it may turn out 
to be better than living as a bach- 
elor in none too sumptuous quar 
ters. which has been George’s fate 
between the time of his unseat- 
ing and his present renaissance. 
Although the Greek throne may 
not be the most stable kind of a 
job, it is the only instance in EBu- 
rope where a monarchy has made 
a comeback. 


He has lived in a small apart- 
ment three flights up for the past 
ten years, but during the last few 
months, as the Greek monarchists 
were getting busy, he has branch- 
edi out into something of the 
splendor associated with a king. 
ie is somewhat of the salesman 
type anyway, with a penchant for 
snappy dressing and facile talk. 

There is a strong friendship be- 
tween him and the British royal 
house, one reason being that ne is 
a cousin of Priacess Marina, the 
Duchess of Kent—although the 
Yaison has existed for some years. 
This brings up a rather unusual 
situation. The plebiscite which 
went over so overwhelmingly in 
favor of George was promoted 
chiefly by General Kondylis, who
